MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  the  Year  1960 


To  the  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long 
Eaton  U.D.C., 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  my  sixth  Annual  Report. 

The  last  Report  heralded  the  close  of  the  fifties  and  recalled  the 
progress  made  in  the  health  of  the  individual  and  community  of  Long 
Eaton  over  the  last  ten  years.  What  of  the  first  year  in  the  sixties  ? 
It  was  reserved  for  the  New  Year  to  once  more  emphasise  the  perennial 
truths  of  public  health  to  every  member  of  the  community,  namely  ; 
although  preventive  measures  are  freely  available  to  the  community, 
in  order  to  be  of  any  use  it  is  essential  that  thev  be  utilised  by  everyone 
for  the  mutual  benefit  and  well-being  of  all. 

We  can  proudly  state  that  no  deaths  from  diphtheria  have  occurred 
for  seventeen  years  and  no  cases  for  thirteen  years — but  our  position 
is  insecure  and  could  become  untenable.  This  was  shown  by  the 
occurrence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  in  nearby  Derby,  with  several  deaths. 
The  result  was  an  immediate  influx  of  candidates  for  immunisation 
at  the  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  clinic  held  on  the  first  and 
third  Thursday  afternoons  in  the  month  at  the  Public  Health  De¬ 
partment,  1,  Cranmer  Street.  In  addition,  it  was  necessary  for  extra 
sessions  to  be  held  weekly,  every  Friday  afternoon,  and  these  were 
advertised  in  the  local  press.  These  sessions  were  continued  for  over 
six  months. 
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During  the  height  of  the  rush  Dr.  Ian  Pearson  and  Red  Cross 
Worker,  Miss  K.  I  tickling,  were  deluged  with  250  candidates  for 
immunisation  in  one  afternoon.  Thus,  a  clinical  session  which  normally 
lasts  for  one  hour  continued  from  2.30  p.m.  until  almost  6.30  p.m. 
Fortunately,  in  the  later  stages,  I  was  able  to  be  available  and  assist 
them.  The  queue  stretched  from  the  Public  Health  Department 
down  Cranmer  Street  and  round  the  corner  to  the  entrance  of  the 
Physiotherapy  Centre,  and  for  two  hours  and  with  two  doctors  no 
impression  was  made,  or  so  it  seemed,  on  the  numbers  of  people 
waiting. 

One  parent  brought  her  five  children  to  be  immunised  against 
diphtheria  and  calmly  stated  that  the  last  time  the  children  were 
immunised  against  anything  was  when  a  famous  footballer  died  from 
poliomyelitis!  What  a  risk  some  mothers  will  take  with  their  own 
children’s  health !  How  is  it  possible  to  educate  such  parents  con¬ 
cerning  their  duties  with  regard  to  protection  of  the  family,  particularly 
children  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis 
and  tuberculosis.  Such  people,  regrettably,  only  act  when  there  is 

a  scare  and  even  then  some  of  them  do  not  have  the  persistence  to 

complete  the  course  of  injections.  My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Pearson 
and  Miss  Hickling  for  the  grand  work  which  they  performed. 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  District  during  the  year  by  the  Nottingham 
No.  2  Mass  Radiography  Unit.  Unfortunately,  I  have  to  report  that 
the  response  of  the  general  public  was  poor,  showing  a  decrease 
from  5,304  attending  for  an  x-ray  in  1954,  to  2,568  this  year.  Here 
again  a  wonderful  health  service  is  available  to  the  public  for  their 
protection  and  well-being.  How  can  we  expect  tuberculosis  to  be 
eradicated  during  the  sixties  if  a  hundred  per  cent  use  is  not  made  of 

the  existing  health  services  ?  How  is  it  possible  to  bring  home  to 

members  of  the  community  their  duty  to  their  families  in  this  respect  ? 
The  result  is  most  disappointing,  not  only  to  the  Public  Health  De¬ 
partment  staff,  but  also  to  Dr.  W.  Guthrie,  Director  of  the  Radiography 
Unit. 


It  is  more  encouraging  when  we  turn  to  the  preventive  measures 
used  in  connection  with  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 
This  procedure  is  now  available  for  all  pupils  aged  thirteen  years  and 
over  who  attend  the  senior  schools  in  the  town.  I  am  pleased  to  be 
able  to  give  the  acceptance  rate  for  the  various  schools  along  with 
the  comparable  figures  for  1959  : —

Indeed,  m\  thanks  are  due  i<>  l)r.  M.  I  .  \  ass  and  all  head  teachers 
and  their  stalls  in  the  District,  also  Health  visitors,  Miss  I’.  Leek, 
Mrs.  M.  Lewis  and  Miss  R.  Coleman  lor  their  assistance  with  B.C.G. 
vaccinations  and  polio  injections. 

During  the  year  flooding  occurred  in  the  town,  especially  on  the 
\\  impey  estate,  Wilsthorpc  Road,  and  rising  out  of  this  the  Consultant 
Engineers,  Messrs.  Elliott  and  Brown  were  engaged  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  also  the  drainage  of  the  Wilmot  Street  area.  Their 
reports  have  been  received  and  accepted  hv  the  Health  Committee 
and  action  agreed  upon.  In  the  case  ol  the  'A  ilsthorpe  area,  the  im¬ 
mediate  cost  will  be  in  the  range  of  /d,5()0  /’2,000.  These  measures 

are  designed  to  link  up  with  the  more  extensive  and  serious  work 
which  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Trent  River  Board  at  a  later  date. 

It  did  not  prove  necessary  to  use  the  R.A.F.  Mobile  teams  and 
their  house  drying  equipment,  but  emergency  help  was  given  by 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff,  together  with  relief 
in  the  way  of  emergency  payments  in  certain  eases.  On  the  whole 
it  must  be  stated  that  the  Flood  Prevention  Scheme  worked  well  and 
the  flood  banks  held  ;  although  caravans  and  chalets  of  the  Trent 
Lock  area  were  surrounded  and  in  some  cases  almost  submerged. 

The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  continued  apace,  as 
also  did  the  Building  Programme  ;  159  dwellings  being  erected  by 
the  Council  compared  with  62  the  previous  year. 

The  Council  now  own  over  2,000  houses,  including  three  Group 
Schemes  for  the  Elderly  in  bungalows,  one  being  situated  at  Chantry 
Close  under  the  able  wardenship  of  Mrs.  R.  Frith.  With  this  scheme 
there  is  also  a  Common  Room  and  community  facilities  are  available 
for  the  residents.  The  other  Group  Schemes  have  been  erected  on 
the  Draycott  Road  and  Southfields  Estates  ;  Miss  E.  N.  Breakwell 
and  Mrs.  E.  Roberts  undertaking  the  excellent  work  of  wardens. 
There  are  no  community  facilities  or  room  available  in  connection 
with  these  schemes  and  the  old  people  are  expected  to  use  the 
amenities  available  at  the  Community  Hall,  Sawley.  In  addition, 
bungalows  have  been  erected  in  groups  on  other  Council  estates. 

Mention  was  made  in  my  last  report  that  the  Council  were  erecting 
a  limited  number  of  houses  for  sale.  These  have  now  been  allocated 
to  people  on  the  housing  list  who  wish  to  participate  in  the  scheme. 

Councillor  Mrs.  E.  Stevenson  has  kindly  let  me  have  a  copy  of  the 
Report  that  she  gave  to  the  Council  on  the  work  of  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee.  This  is  a  very  excellent  and  interesting  Report 
of  the  good  work  that  has  been  done,  and  w'hich  will  continue  to  be 
done  in  the  future.  Mention  should  also  be  made  concerning  Meals 
on  Wheels  Services  which  were  commenced  during  the  year  ;  a  very 
great  boon  indeed  for  those  Old  Age  Pensioners  fortunate  enough  to 
receive  same.  At  the  present  time  the  number  that  can  be  catered 
for  are,  of  necessity,  somewhat  limited. 
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I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  town  for  their  continuing  co-operation  and  assis¬ 
tance;  also  the  dentists  tor  their  co-operation  and  assistance  in  con¬ 
tinuing  to  operate  the  arrangements  for  Emergency  Dental  Treatment 
of  school  children. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  P.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derby¬ 
shire  Farm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley,  for  making  available 
the  full  meteorological  information  for  I960. 

1  am  grateful  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Long  Eaton 
Physiotherapy  Centre  for  their  Annual  Report  concerning  the  work 
of  the  Centre. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  Centre  still  continues  at  the  Clinic 
on  Derby  Road  and  includes  provision  of  physiotherapy,  massage, 
U.Y.L.  infra  red  and  radiant  heat  therapy,  chiropody,  and  the  loan 
of  medical  equipment.  Appropriate  treatment  is  given  to  patients 
referred  by  their  family  doctor  at  a  nominal  charge. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  8. 
Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer,  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance 
throughout  the  year.  To  Mr.  T.  Walton,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure.  To  Mr.  W.  E. 
Stanley,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  F.  Turner,  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
and  Mr.  P.  Fleming,  Treasurer,  for  their  unfailing  help  and  assistance 
throughout  the  year. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  death  of  my  valued 
colleague  and  friend,  Mr.  R.  Davison,  Librarian,  who  was  cheerful 
at  all  times  and  rendered  all  possible  assistance  that  lay  within  his 
power.  The  town  has  indeed  suffered  a  great  loss  and  it  will  always 
remember  his  work  with  pride  and  true  appreciation. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the  Council, 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  w  hich  you  have  given  me.

Whooping  Cough.  Sixty  two  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified  during  the  year  and  one  case  was  admitted  to  hospital.  This 
disease  causes  debilitation  in  children  and  leaves  them  susceptible 
to  other  infections  that  may  be  prevalent  in  the  area.  The  damage  it 
does  to  the  lungs  combined  with  the  debilitation  are  reasons  why  all 
parents  should  have  their  children  immunised  against  this  disease. 
The  immunisation  clinic  is  held  at  1,  Cranmer  Street,  Long  Eaton, 
everv  first  and  third  Thursday  during  the  month.  Injections  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  combined  are  available  to  Long 
Eaton  children  and  should  be  carried  out  at  the  age  of  5-6  months. 
There  is  also  the  necessity  of  a  “  booster  ”  dose  just  prior  to  the 
child’s  entrance  to  a  primary  school. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  General  practitioners  of  the  town  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  important  work.

Long  Eaton  is  fortunate  in  having  a  Chest  Clinic  of  its  own  and 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  H.  Morrow  Brown)  attends  every 
Tuesday.  One  looks  forward  to  the  day  when  Long  Eaton  and  district 
will  have  its  own  x-ray  facilities. 


There  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 


Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live. 


During  the  year  no  cases  of  Paratyphoid,  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
and  Meningococcal  Infection  were  notified. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

1  am  indebted  to  Dr.  \\  .  Guthrie,  M.B.Ch.B.,  Medical  Director 
of  the  Nottingham  Area  No.  2  Mass  Radiography  l  nit  for  the  following 
report  on  the  survey  carried  out  by  the  Unit  during  the  period  18th 
November  to  1 2th  December,  I960. 

“  On  this  occasion  2,568  of  the  general  public  were  x-rayed.  This 
is  not  a  very  good  response,  as  it  is  just  over  1,000  less  than  on  our 
last  visit  and  actually  the  lowest  response  so  far.  In  1954,  5304,  of 
the  general  public  were  \-rayed,  which  gives  an  indication  of  what 
it  has  been  possible  to  achieve  in  Long  Eaton,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  over  70"  „  of  the  general  public  who  came  for  x-ray  had  been  x-rayed 
on  previous  occasions.  Only  a  tew  school  children  of  school  leaving 
age  and  over  were  x-rayed  at  your  request.  At  present,  on  account  of 
the  Interim  Report  of  the  Adrian  Committee,  the  Board  has  decided 
that  school  children  should  not  be  x-rayed  by  Mass  Radiography 
and  this  is  of  course  the  reason  why  more  school  children  were  not 
x-rayed.  The  number  of  examinees  referred  by  their  own  doctor  was 
few,  but  much  the  same  as  on  previous  occasions.  Incidentally,  on 
account  of  the  low  number  x-rayed  it  would  have  been  possible  for 
the  survey  to  have  been  completed  in  two  w'eeks  instead  of  the  three 
weeks  which  we  allowed  for  this  purpose. 

One  case  of  active  and  four  cases  of  observation  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  discovered.  They  have  all  been  referred  to  the 
Chest  Physician  at  Long  Eaton  for  further  investigation  and  treatment, 
where  necessary.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  figures  are  shown  the 
active  cases  discovered  on  previous  visits  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
tendency  has  been  for  the  incidence  of  active  disease  to  decline  gradually. 

One  observation  (Non-tuberculosis)  case  was  referred  to  the 
Chest  Physician  for  further  investigation.  From  the  x-ray  appearances 
this  case  might  be  one  of  sarcoidosis. 

Two  of  the  observation  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  had 
normal  miniature  films  on  a  previous  occasion.  This  illustrates  the 
value  of  periodic  x-ray  of  the  chest  by  Mass  Radiography. 

Everyone  recalled  for  large  film  returned,  as  requested,  so  that 
the  survey  was  completed  without  any  hitch.”

LONG  EATON  PUBLIC  BATHS 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Francis  Turner,  M.I.Mun.E.,  A.M.T.P.I., 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for  the  following  information  : — 

The  Public  Baths,  at  Grange  Park,  Station  Road,  were  opened 
in  July,  1935  and  comprised  an  open  air  Swimming  Pool  (open  each 
summer  from  the  middle  of  May  until  the  beginning  of  September) 
and  twelve  Slipper  Baths  (open  on  Saturdays  throughout  the  year). 
The  Buildings  provided  are  : — 

(1)  A  main  block,  with  entrance  hall,  ticket  office,  two  waiting  rooms, 
six  slipper  baths  and  one  water-closet  for  each  sex,  two  small 
store-rooms  and  a  basement  boiler  house.

(2)  The  west  block  includes  the  filtration  plant  house,  women’s 
dressing  room  with  4(1  cubicles,  steel  lockers,  shower  and  foot- 
sprays,  two  water-closets,  also  children’s  dressing  room  with  one 
water  closet. 

(3)  The  east  block  includes  men’s  dressing  room  with  20  cubicles, 
steel  lockers,  hanger  system  clothes  store,  shower  and  footsprays, 
one  water  closet  and  three  urinals,  and  children’s  water  closet. 

(4)  The  south  block  comprises  a  small  cafe  and  shelter. 

The  Pool  is  152  feet  long  by  51  feet  wide,  varying  in  depth  from  3.  ft 
to  8  ft.  6  ins.,  with  a  capacity  of  249,000  gallons  and  fitted  with 
three  fixed  diving  boards,  one  spring  board  and  two  chutes. 
The  water  is  filtered  through  four  Bell’s  Pressure  Filters  on  a 
six  hour  turnover,  with  breakpoint  chlorination  (fitted  in  1952) 
by  Paterson  &  Co.  An  O.S.P.A.  bath  cleaning  machine  has  been 
purchased  this  year  (1960). 

The  StafF  employed  is  one  superintendent,  two  whole  time  and  two 
part  time  female  attendants  and  three  part  time  male  attendants.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

November,  1959  to  October,  1960 

1  he  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report 
and  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  October,  1960,  and  advising  you 
that  the  Annual  General  Meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Physiotherapy 
Centre,  20,  Derby  Road,  Long  Eaton  on  Wednesday,  1st  March, 
1961,  at  7.30  p.m. 

1  hey  would  like  to  report  that  the  year  under  review  has  been  a 
very  active  one  and  the  customary  high  standard  of  service  to  the 
patients  has  been  maintained  as  shown  by  the  following  statistics. 

On  the  Physiotherapy  side  a  total  of  8,720  treatments  have  been 
given,  .an  increase  of  95  treatments  over  last  year.  135  of  which  were 
through  our  own  Voucher  Scheme,  The  Nottingham  District  Health 
Fund  and  Draycott  Hospital  Contributory  Fund,  and  we  have  an 
average  of  120  patients  on  the  books. 

On  the  Chiropody  side  1,132  treatments  have  been  given.  There 
were  143  sessions.  1,240  appointments  had  been  made  but  due  to 
various  reasons  108  appointments  were  not  kept.  Compared  with  the 
corresponding  period  last  year,  there  is  an  increase  of  3  appointments 
booked,  but  also  an  increase  of  10  unkept  appointments. 

Reference  to  our  Annual  Accounts  show  that  this  year  we  have 
an  excess  of  Income  over  Expenditure  of  around  .£16. 

The  activities  of  the  Centre,  its  Amenities  and  Services  we  have 
been  able  to  give  have  been  made  possible  only  by  the  loval  support 
and  consistent  generosity  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council, 
Ilkeston  Petty  Sessional  Division  re  Sunday  Entertainments,  Long 
Eaton  Co-operative  Society,  The  Inner  Wheel  Club  of  Long  Eaton, 
local  Firms  and  other  various  voluntary  organisations  in  the  town, 
to  whom  the  committee  extend  its  wholehearted  thanks  and 
appreciation. 

For  the  effective  administration  of  the  Centre  some  increased 
expenditure  in  the  coming  year  is  only  to  be  expected,  and  although 
additional  revenue  to  a  small  extent  may  result  from  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  treatments  given,  the  importance  of  our  receiving  a 
steady  flow  of  donations  and  subscriptions  for  future  administration 
cannot  be  over  emphasized,  and  we  do  therefore  once  again  appeal 
for  the  active  support  of  everyone  who  has  the  welfare  of  the  patients 
and  the  Centre  at  heart. 

For  the  encouraging  results  of  this  our  working  year  at  the  Centre 
we  extend  our  warmest  thanks  to  the  Staff  and  the  members  of  the 
committee,  without  whose  co-operation  and  untiring  efforts  these 
results  would  not  have  been  possible.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  MARCH,  1961 

Meetings:  The  full  Committee  met  on  eight  occasions,  and  there 
were  five  meetings  of  the  Sub-Committee.  The  number  of  Members 
of  the  Committee  was  39  and  the  average  attendance  was  21.  The 
Committee  were  represented  at  meetings  of  the  North  Midland 
Accident  Prevention  Federation  and  at  meetings  of  the  Junior  Accident 
Prevention  Council.  Delegates  attended  the  National  Safety  Congress 
held  in  London  in  October,  1960.  During  the  year  the  Committee 
suffered  a  loss  through  the  death  of  Mrs.  M.  W.  Davis  who  was  a 
regular  attender  at  meetings  and  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  II.  M. 
Cowgill  and  Mrs.  C.  Taylor  after  several  years  service.  Miss  \V. 
L.  Cole  and  Mr.  Ward  were  appointed  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Accident  Statistics  :  During  the  year  the  number  of  mechan¬ 
ically  propelled  vehicles  increased  to  10  million  and  the  accident 
rate  went  up  accordingly.  There  were  271,787  road  accidents  in  the 
country  in  which  6,970  persons  were  killed  and  340,581  injured. 
The  number  of  children  killed  was  increased  from  680  in  1960  to  747. 

Local  road  accidents  for  1960  followed  the  national  trend  and 
showed  an  increase.  Two  persons  were  killed  and  170  injured.  Dogs 
were  involved  in  40  of  the  accidents. 

Campaigns  :  During  the  year  three  campaigns  were  held  : 
“  Check  vour  Vehicle  ”,  “  Honour  the  Highway  Code  ”  and  “  Christ¬ 
mas  Road  Safety  ”.  Posters,  leaflets  and  propaganda  material  were 
supplied  to  shops,  offices,  schools,  libraries,  garages  and  displayed 
on  hoardings,  and  publicity  given  through  the  press. 

Dog  Training  :  Road  Safety  Training  Classes  for  dogs  and  dog 
owners  were  continued  during  the  year.  15  persons  enrolled  but  some 
did  not  complete  a  full  course.  Five  certificates  were  awarded.  A 
competition  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  sessions  and  a  Cup  awarded 
to  the  most  obedient  dog  (adults)  and  a  Cup  for  Juniors.  Once  again 
the  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  Councillor  W.  Wiser  for  training 
and  to  the  Parks  Committee  for  facilities  afforded. 

Cycling  Training  :  A  start  was  made  during  the  year  on  the 
training  of  child  cyclists  under  the  National  Scheme.  Two  courses 
of  four  weeks’  duration  were  held  and  altogether  147  children  were 
trained.  The  Committee  are  indebted  to  the  Instructors  who  gave 
of  their  time  for  several  weeks  in  training  the  children. 

Cycling  Proficiency  Tests  :  Three  proficiency  tests  were  held 
during  the  year  when  72  out  of  94  entrants  were  successful  in  gaining 
badges  and  certificates. 

Harold  Wells  Challenge  Trophy  for  Senior  Schools  :  The 

trophy  was  won  by  Parklands  (fills  School  and  was  presented  by 
Councillor  H.  Plackett. 

Olive  Scraton  Challenge  Trophy  for  Junior  Schools  :  This 
was  won  by  Parklands  Girls  Junior  School  and  was  presented  by 
Councillor  W.  Wiser.  Parklands  Girls  School  now  hold  both  the 
Senior  and  Junior  Cups  and  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  success. 
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County  Road  Safety  Quiz  :  A  local  team  was  entered  in  the 
County  Quiz  and  after  intensive  training  succeeded  in  reaching  the 
semi  final,  when  they  were  beaten  by  Swadlincote  who  went  on  to 
win  the  trophy. 

Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council  :  The  J.A.P.C.  was 
re-constituted  during  the  year  to  include  young  persons  up  to  the 
age  of  twenty.  The  Junior  Council  consists  at  present  of  18  Members 
who  meet  regularly  each  month  and  are  proving  a  definite  asset  to 
road  safety. 

St.  John’s  Nursing  Cadets  :  During  the  year  several  Members 
of  the  St.  John’s  Nursing  Cadets  were  trained  in  road  safety  and 
succeeded  in  passing  the  test  for  their  road  safety  badges. 

Safe  Driving  Awards  :  Several  local  firms  entered  their  drivers 
for  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  Prevention 
of  Accidents  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made  to  the 
Drivers  employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council,  Long 
Eaton  Co-operative  Society  Ltd.,  Barton  Transport  Ltd.,  Leisure 
Kitchen  Equipment  Ltd.,  British  Railways  and  Post  Office  Drivers. 

Publicity  :  Much  use  of  publicity  has  been  given  by  the  local 
press  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  Long 
Eaton  Advertiser,  the  Nottingham  Guardian  Journal,  Derby  Evening 
Telegraph  and  the  Nottingham  Evening  papers  for  recording  various 
activities  undertaken  by  the  Committee.  We  are  also  grateful  to 
firms,  shops,  public  offices  and  the  Public  Library  for  displaying 
propaganda  material  and  to  Mr.  Wells  for  the  use  of  his  advertisement 
hoarding. 

Conclusion  :  In  concluding  this  report  sincere  tribute  is  paid  to 
all  who  have  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Committee.

OLD  PEOPLES’  WELFARE  COMMITTEE 

The  following  report  has  been  supplied  by  Councillor  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Stevenson,  one  of  the  Council’s  representatives  on  the  Old 
Peoples  Welfare  Committee,  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  her  for  pre¬ 
paring  it. 

This  Committee  has  been  active  for  just  over  10  years.  It  consists 
of  representatives  from  voluntary  organisations,  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council  and  the  local  authority. 

Almost  immediately  following  its  formation  a  club  was  founded 
in  Long  Eaton,  which  was  to  be  known  as  the  Long  Eaton  Elder 
Citizens  Club.  This  club  rented  a  room  in  the  Market  Place  on  its 
formation  and  still  enjoys  the  same  premises.  It  is  open  to  members 
(wfio  pay  1/-  per  year)  5  days  per  week,  where  they  can  enjoy  a  variety 
of  activities,  organized  games,  quiet  reading,  and  with  the  exception 
of  the  summer  months,  a  weekly  concert.  A  variety  of  outings  are 
arranged  by  the  Clubs  own  Social  Committee. 
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The'  membership  is  in  the  region  of  200.  We  continue  to  have 
rcade  response  from  Organisations  and  individual  artistes  for  enter¬ 
tainment  and  the  serving  of  refreshments.  The  garden  at  the  Club 
is  maintained  b\  the  Council,  a  service  which  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Two  years  ago  a  second  club  was  opened,  to  be  known  as  the 
Welbeck  IT  cl  e  r  Citizens  Club.  The  Club  meets  each  Thursday  at  the 
W’elbeek  Church.  W  hilst  very  much  in  need  of  a  permanent  home, 
it  has  become  firmly  established  with  a  membership  of  over  90.  Our 
continued  thanks  are  due  to  the  Tree  Church  Council  for  making  this 
club  possible  by  allowing  a  room  to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  The 
pattern  of  this  Club  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  Long  Eaton  Club, 
but  of  course  on  a  limited  scale. 

both  clubs  have  their  own  Management  Committee  on  which 
sit  representatives  of  the  members.  They  both  enjoy  gifts  in  kind 
from  individual  people  and  organisations,  which  are  greatly  appreciated. 
Members  play  a  remarkably  active  part  in  raising  money  with  their 
bring  and  buy  sales  etc.  Most  useful  sums  of  money  are  raised  in 
this  way. 

The  visiting  and  W  elfare  Committee  continue  to  be  most  active. 
The  Chiropody  Scheme  is  taken  advantage  of  in  increasing  numbers. 
The  balance  sheet  for  year  ended  March,  I960,  showed  an  expenditure 
of  £73  12s.  Od.  for  this  service,  and  from  April  to  December,  1960, 
the  amount  expended  was  £67  16s.  Od.,  so  by  March  it  could  be 
£15/20  up  on  last  year.  During  this  period  27  new  applications  have 
been  received. 

To  outline  this  scheme — persons  in  receipt  of  supplementary 
pension  can  make  application  for  treatment  by  filling  in  the  necessary 
form,  obtainable  from  the  Elder  Citizens  Club,  Town  Hall,  and 
members  of  the  Committee.  The  cost  to  the  person  is  1/6  per  visit 
on  the  Chiropodists  own  premises,  and  2/6  if  visited  at  their  homes. 
The  extent  of  the  treatment  is  left  entirely  to  the  Chiropodist.  This 
is  a  wonderful  service  and  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  continue  and  per¬ 
haps  extend  it. 

The  only  assured  income  is  bv  way  of  grants  from  the  County 
Council  and  the  Local  Authority.  At  March,  1960,  this  was  in  the 
region  of  £2  per  week  combined.  The  other  money  comes  bv  way 
of  voluntary  subscription,  Committee  Efforts  and  as  I  have  previously 
mentioned,  the  Club  members  own  efforts.

Water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  in 
all  parts  of  the  Urban  District. 

Water  is  tested  at  Stanton-by-Bridge  daily  (chlorination  colour 
test)  ;  monthly  chlorination  tests  at  Castle  Donington  Reservoirs 
and  Sawley ;  monthly  bacteriological  test  by  Derbyshire  County 
Analyst  on  water  from  Stanton-by-Bridge  Waterworks,  the  two 
Castle  Donington  and  two  Risley  reservoirs  ;  two  monthly  bacterio¬ 
logical  tests  on  water  from  six  services  in  Long  Eaton  and  Sawley. 
No  chemical  analyses  of  water  were  taken. 

Stanton-by-Bridge  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  ;  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board’s  water  is  dealt  with  at  source. 

Chlorination  Plant  (breakpoint)  is  installed  at  Stanton-by-Bridge 
as  the  untreated  water  is  at  times  of  doubtful  quality.  There  has  been

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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  FOR  I960 

WEATHER  AT  DERBYSHIRE  FARM  INSTITUTE 
BROOMFIELD  HALL,  MORLEY,  DERBY,  DURING  1960 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  1*.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derbyshire 
Farm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Motley,  lor  making  available  the 
weather  details  tor  I960  with  some  comparisons  for  the  two  previous 
wars. 


Certainly,  it  will  be  interesting  to  make  use  of  the  1959  figures 
as  a  basis  of  a  comparison  with  I960.  The  delightful  thing  about 
rainfall  in  1959  and  I960  is  that  one  gets  a  very  clear  picture  as  to 
the  value  or  otherwise  of  average  rainfall.  With  39"  in  1960  and  19" 
in  1959,  it  makes  the  rainfall  in  these  two  years  just  about  average 
for  normal  years.  After  the  very  dry  year  we  had  this  excessively 
wet  year  which  certainly  made  farming  extremely  difficult,  quite 
apart  from  its  effect  on  holidays  and  the  like.  Sunshine  for  1960  was 
considerably  below  that  for  1959  and  very  little  above  that  for  the 
comparatively  wet  year  of  1958.  Again,  1960  is  rather  odd  from  the 
point  of  view  of  very  low  incidence  of  air  frosts  at  the  back  end  of  the 
war.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report  as 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Housing.  During  the  year  I960,  215  dwellings  were  let  as 
follows  :  108  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately 
four  vears,  two  to  Tuberculosis  eases,  two  to  Emergency  eases,  three 
to  tenants  with  families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed 
houses,  30  for  rehousing  tenants  of  condemned  property  and  69 
bungalows  to  old  age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  208  housing  applications  and  99  appli¬ 
cations  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 

Slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected  and  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  are  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  new  Co-operative  Societv 
Slaughterhouse  is  in  use.  The  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Societv 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  their  achievement  and  enterprise.  The 
slaughterhouse,  which  is  in  effect  providing  facilities  comparable 
with  those  of  a  Public  Abattoir,  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  £  18,800, 
and  has  an  estimated  potential  throughput  of  28,000  animals  pet- 
annum. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  provide  an  excellently  lighted, 
hygienic  building.  'The  free  use  of  white  glazed  tiling,  copious  hot 
water  and  numerous  hose  points  facilitates  the  cleansing  of  the 
slaughterhouse  and  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  The  following  information 
from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  publication 
relating  to  costs  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1959,  gives  a  com¬ 
parison  with  our  costs.

I  he  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : 

102  samples,  including  16  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  ol  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  during  the 
year  I960. 

I  he  Milk  samples  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Canned  Prunes  in  Syrup  were  found  to  contain  tin  in  excess  of 
the  recommended  limit  of  250  parts  per  million.  The  remainder  of 
the  stock  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  food  and  destroyed. 

A  Table  jelly  containing  an  artificial  colour  prohibited  from  use 
in  food  manufacture  in  this  country  by  the  Colouring  Matter  in  Food 
Regulations,  1957,  appeared  to  be  old  stock.  A  further  sample  of  the 
same  brand  was  found  to  contain  colour  which  complied  with  the 
Regulations  and  the  manufacturers  stated  they  changed  to  the  new 
colour  in  1957.  In  these  circumstances  no  further  action  was  taken 
and  stocks  remaining  on  the  premises  concerned  were  removed  and 
replaced  with  fresh  Jellies. 

A  sample  of  Condensed  Milk  was  submitted  by  your  Authority 
following  a  complaint.  The  can  had  a  faulty  seam  and'  the  contamin¬ 
ation  complained  of  was  due  to  a  residue  of  solder  and  flux  left  in  the 
can  prior  to  filling.
